The remaining claims 70-79, 81 and 86-90 are allowable over the art of 
record.

RESAONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fail to teach or suggest a method of delivering a closure device to a patent 
foramen ovale by delivering a catheter through a right atrium of the heart through a 
patent foramen and into the left atrium, then deploying a first anchor in the left atrium; 
deploying a second anchor into the right atrium wherein the deploying step include 
passing a first end of a flexible elongate member through the second member to 
connect to the first member. Moving the second member along the flexible member 
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towards the septum secumdum and inflating a balloon in contact with a releasable 
fixation mechanism connected to the second anchor. 

For these reasons the examiner believes the claims are allowable over the art of 

record.
